Keep Record 

If you work for someon 
make sure that he 
name and number for his records 
exactly as it appears on your so- 
cial security card. He uses this 
information in the reports he 
makes every three months of the 
wages he has paid you, The bene- 
fits paid on your account are based 
on these reports. 

If you are self-employed, 
need the number for the report 
you make to the collector of in- 
ternal revenue of your income 
from self-employment that is sub- 
ject to social security taxes. This 
report is to be filed once a year 
covering your income in the last 
taxable year. 

Only One Number 

You should have only one social 
security number all your life. If 
you change your name, you should 
get another card with the same 
number, but showing your new 
name. If you lose your card, ask 
your social security office for a 
duplicate card.
